He also answered a question by R. 
C, Marshall, Calgary Liberal member, 
regarding an item of $1,019, paid to 
Esdale in September, 1921. The 
Premier stated that investigation 
showed that the charge was for stand- 
ing type, and had been certified to be 
fair and reasonable by the investiga- 
tors, However, Esdale had put this 
money to his own uses, instead of 
crediting it to his company. This was, 
however, a matter between company 
and servant, and not for the Govern- 
ment, 

On the charges being made against 
Geo. P. Smith, former Minister of 
Education, J. W. Jeffery, King’s Print- 
er, and “M. Esdale, of the Esdale Press, 
just before the last federal election, 
the Province requested Justice Walsh 
to select counsel, which he did, ap- 
pointing A. L. Smith, K.C., Calgary. 
Tho conduct of the case for the Crown 
was entirely in the hands of Mr, Smith, 
as Was also the criminal trial, 

Mr. Smith, in a letter read by the 
Premier, took the full responsibility 
for the conduct of the Crown's case, 
The reason for not proceeding against 
Jeffery and Esdale was that there was 
not evidence enough to justify their 
conviction, Mr. Smith regarded them 
as pawns in the game, It was neces- 
sary, also, to dispose of Jeffery and 
Esdale before proceeding with the 
case against Geo, P, Smith, as their 
evidence was necessary, but no hope 
of immunity was held before them. 
The evidence in a case of conspiracy 
was the same as in one of theft. The 
method employed in this case was in 
accord with the best legal precedents. 
Mr. Mr. A. L, Smith regarded as of 
the most grave public importance was 
the relations between a Minister of the 
Crown, and the Camrose Press, There 
was no evidence that either Jeffery or 
Esdale had received any of the $5,820, 
while there was evidence that Geo. P. 
Smith had, He welcomed the oppor- 
tunity of repudiating the campaign of 
slander and calumny against the 
Government, 5 

A, L. Giroux, Liberal, Grouard, ab- 
solved the Government from any ino- 
tive in the matter, but contended that 
A, L. Smith had made an error of 
Judgment in not bringing the three 
men involved before the courts.

Other Matters 

A bill enabling the Department of 
Education to print and publish school

discussion, It is estimated that this 
| will mean a considerable saving in the 
| cost of school books, Fred White, La- 
bor member, estimating it at 65 per 
cent, 


Amendments to the School Grants 
Act, giving increased grants to poorer 
school dictricts, and smaller grants to 
wealthier districts, was also passed 
without discussion. The bill provides 
for a grant per teacher per day of 
$2.80 for school districts with an as- 
| sessed valuation of $10,000 or less, 
'the scale decreasing gradually until in 
school districts with a valuation of 
$75,000 and over the grant is 20c. per 
teacher per day, 


The new Factories Act was amend- 
ed in committee, the clause providing 
that after January 1, 1927, the Lieu- 
tenant Governor might put into effect 
an eight-hour day in certain industries 
being eliminated and a clause substi- 
tuted providing for a commission of 
three to investigate the practicability 
of an eight-hour day, and report to 
next session of the Legislature, 


A bill regulating the drilling of oil 
wells, and similar matters connected 
with oil development, passed its sec- 
}ond reading, 


During the week the estimates of 
the Department of Education, Attor- 
ney General, and other departments

Income Tax Returns 


Are Due April 30 


—-o— 

It is almost time to file income tax 
1eturns again, Returns on informa- 
tion must be filed by March 31, while 
the tax returns must be filed not later 
than April 30, 

There are several forms to be filled | 
out, First of all there is the T-3 form. 
This is a return of trustees and others 
acting in a fiduciary capacity. This | 
must be filed by March 31, in default 
of this the penalty is. $10.00 per day, 
with a maximum of $50, 


Employers’ Returns 

The T-4 form is a return of 
ployers showing salaries, wages, com- 
missions, ete., paid to their employes, 
and must be filed on or before March 
31. These forms are sent out to all 
who previously filed them, but failure 
to receive them is no excuse for not 
filing, The penalty in this case is 


em- 


a maximum of $50.00, 

Form T-5, is a return of dividends 
paid during the preceeding year by 
corporations to their shareholders and | 
must be in by March 31. The penalty 
is $10.00 per day, with a maximum of 
$50.00, 

In addition to the above there are 
separate forms for farmers, joint stock 
companies and other individuals, and, 
these have to be filed not later than | 
April 30, the penalty for late filing be- 


ing 5 per cent. of the tax payable, with | 
a maximum fine of $5.00. } 


Tax Due April 30 fs 

The full tax is due and payable, 
April 30, and the rate is 4 per cent. on| 
the first $6,000, less the statutory ex- 
emption and § per cent. on the in- 
come in excess of $6,000, with a sliding 
scale of surtaxes and additional tax of 
5 per cent. of the combined norma! 
surtax on incomes of $5,000, or more. 
Every person in receipt of taxable 
income must voluntarily file the re- 
turn, going to the nearest post office or 
income tax office to obtain same, which 
are not sent out, but which must be 
asked for and filled out in duplicate. 
All persons, irrespective of age, are 
Hable to tax, but if a person on salary, 
or wage, earns less than the statutory 
exemption he is not compelled to file
